li.i;: (Til iiK iit - of the .Snutli. 
Only two have be^-n ailot)ted un- 
der circumstances similar to 
those which will face the prohi- 
bition uinendment, recently pass 
ed t)y iIm' r. S. St'ii.ite for huI) 
mission to the various State Lej:- 
'islatures. 

There are, ail told, 7,(iUo Cuo- 
iiressiiinal and Legislative votes 
to be cast on a conttiloUonsl 
amendment. 

The rdlitication of this amend- 
ment mutt be concluded by the 
Stales within six years. Quite a 
Icgnthy lime to wait for so ini> 
|M»rtaMl a menture^ but ttill this 
shortueti of lime may dsf^at the 
adiiption of the ameudiuent. 
Yet ih« Prohibitionists are not 
friglilened. fur every amendment 
adopted has wou it« victory in 
less than years. But the de. 
feat of thoK> I AO amendments 
waii not Ititcketl l)y millions of 
dollars like the wliiskey men will 
put aaaiuat the pruposad amend*
